The business committee: made a further re-

hold slaves, in all parts of the country where 
slaveholding is pctmittcd by jaw. 


3. Resolved, That, in thu judgment of this 


Convention,churches whose members are per- 
mitted to hold slaves, nro n drawback nnd cor- 
ruption lo Ihu .Gospel of Christ, for the simple 
rirnxon, Ilint, professing lo teach nnd represent 
tho religion of Christ, thuy do actually tench 
only religious pcntimunls und observnnocs, 
omitting \\wi" judgment" or "justice" which 
is nmong " the weightier matters^ of the law," 
and Unit "rii/hteouiiness" which is thu basis of 
the " Kingdom of God."
